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DETAILED ACTION 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has 
been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on June 5, 2006 
has been entered. 


Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-15 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicant teaches an illumination system including a base having a channel and 

a mount surface, a pair of flanges attached to opposing side of the channel, and a lens 
inserted into the channel between the flanges. The base has a first hardness, which is 
more than the second hardness and third hardness of the flanges and lens, 
respectively. 

Hoffmann (U.S. Pat. 6,523,986) and Marcus (U.S. Pat. 6,074,074) disclose 
lighting strips including a base having a channel and a mount surface, a pair of flanges 
attached to opposing side of the channel, and a lens inserted into the channel between 
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the flanges. However, the cited references fail to individually disclose, or suggest when 
combined, the base and the flanges/lens having different hardness, with the base 
hardness being the highest of the three. 

No prior art was found teaching individually, or suggesting in combination, all of 
the features of the applicants' invention, specifically the base having a different 
hardness than the flanges and lens, such base hardness being the highest of the three, 
in combination with the recited structural limitations of the claimed invention.
